Vaughn Says 


Refinery Deferred For Time Being . 
CONSTRUCTION SUGAR MILL ASSURED 


There will be.no sugar refinery 
constructed at Bryant for the time 
being, according’ to a statement 
made to The Everglades News. 


Wednesday morning by Harry T. | 


Vaughn, president of the U. S$. 
Sugar Corp. at Clewiston. Con- 
struction of the new $12,000,000 
sugar mill will go ahead according 
to schedule, the sugar company 
president said. 

The refinery project was to have 
been a joint effort of the Savaa- 
nah Sugar Refinery and the U. S. 
Sugar Corp., and the two groups 
have been unable to agree on the 
construction of the refinery, there- 
fore, it has been deferred for ‘he 
time being. 

Lawton Calhoun, executive vice 
president of the Savannah Refinery 
said it had previously been an- 
nounced such a refinery would have 
a capacity of one million bags of 
granulated sugar a year and wouid 
get its raw sugar from a mill which 
U. S. Sugar would build in Bryant. 

The proposed refinery was to 
have been completed by 1962. It 
was to serve southern Florida. Mr. 
Calhoun said, in answer to a query, 
the competitive situation in Flor- 
ida has worsened with exiled Cu- 
ban sugar company officials set- 
ting up operations and more sugar 
coming into the area from New 
Orleans refineries.

For Co. Prisoners 


The county commissión planned 
a.“back to work" movement of its 
own. Friday but it didn't. have a 
thing to do with the reported un- 
employment problem being discuss- 
ed nationally. 

Commissioner E. F. Van Kessel 
told his colleagues on the board 
that it was time that able bodied 
prisoners were put to work on 
county roads. 

He said he had been advised more 
than 200 prisoners are now being 
held at the county jail—meantime 
county work crews are short hand- 
ed. 

"Let's get them out on the road," 
he said. 

Van Kessel said he understood 
that if prisoners pretended to be “a 
little tired" they didn't have to gc 
to work on the road gangs. He add- 
ed, “we ought to do something to 
shake them up a little.” 

The board agreed with Van Kess- 
el and voted to take any able 
bodied man for road work who is 
being held at the county jail. Ar- 
rangements for procurement of 
road workers was left to the sher- 
iff'S department and the county en- 
gineer’s office.

The long awaited, much-needed 
and widely discussed reconstruc- 
tion of U. S, 27 from the Hendry 
county line to a spot near Bare 
Beach for a distance of about 214 
miles will get underway in the com- 
ing State Road Department Budget 
year, according to a statement 
made by Road Board Member John 
Monahan Monday. Mr. Monahan 
told members of the Palm Beach 
County Commission that the work 
will be started after July 1, 1961. 

The piece of highway—the most 
disgraceful in Florida—has been 
talked about and cussed from every 
angle through the years and lives 
have been lost while the discussion 
went on. Now, with’ a definite 
[Pledge from Governor Bryant's new 

board member, maybe something 
will, be done. 

Members of the Palm Beach 
board told Mr. Monahan Monday 
that right-of-way has been secured 
and ready from the Hendry county 
line east for a distance of neacly 
five miles. But, the road board 
member said funds would not be 
available to build more than the 
2% mile stretch because initial 
study and plans call for expenJi- 
ture of 214 millions dollars for the 
first contract. That's a million dol- 
lars a mile. 

Mr. Monahan said that he plans 
to spend 8 million dollars on this 
treacherous stretch of US27 high- 
way during the four years of the 
Bryant administration.
